HINTS AND NOTIONS- 

During the winter months it is well to 
remember why glass breaks, or what are gener- 
ally called "flies." All metals expand and 
contract from heat and cold, and this expan- 
sion is amongst the most powerful of natural 
forces. We know that when we put hot water 
into glass— good glass especially— it frequently 
"flies;" and this risk is so much the greater 
when we keep our glass in a cold place. So 
also when we put ice into our glass in summer 
it is subject to the same risk ; but this is not 
from expansion, but from contraction. 

Never keep your glass where it is subject to 
change of temperature; it should be kept 
where the frost never reaches it, and where the 
sun's raysdo not penetrate powerfully. 

Large pieces of glass should never have any 
vitrified substance placed inside them without 
a piece of paper laid between. 

Never put away tumblers nested one inside 
the other ; they are often packed so, but when 
unpacked they should invariably be put away 
separately, to stack them nested is to invite 
" flyage," in any climate, hot or cold. 

Domestic glass used for warm spirits and 
water should be kept in a warm glass closet. 

The thicker gla68 is, the more likely it is to 
fly ; this thickness, instead of giving strength, 
really gives the reverse. 

Never wash glass in hot water to remove 
grease ; a little milk-warm water might be used, 
but even this in winter is dangerous. 

Hot blanc-mange should never be poured 
into glass dishes, nor should the mustard-pot 
be washed in hot water. We remember a maid 
of ours once going to the boiler and turning the 
hot water into the new mustard pot just 
matched, because it was so much thicker and 
stronger than the old one. The result may be 
imagined ! 

Glass is one of our greatest luxuries, and 
to preserve it at as little cost as possible is a 
duty of every good Jhousewif e, and this is why

Kryolith. An important advance in value 
has recently been established for this sub- 
stance, used for the production of alabaster 
glass. According to the Olashiitte the article is 
now at three to four times the price at which it 
stood early in 1883. The value of kryolith 
glass would seem, however, to have continued 
depressed, and a reduction of manufacturing 
activity has ensued. In the Mid-German fac- 
tories efforts are being made to cover this de- 
ficiency by an increased out-turn of colored 
glass, and such attempts have only been par- 
tially successful. The quality of the glass pro- 
duced is said to be less satisfactory than that 
of French and Belgian articles, although the 
latter are to a great extent prevented from 
competing by the existing duties.

Indian, red. This pigment is brought 
from Bengal, and is a very rich iron ore, hema- 
tite, or peroxide of iron. It is an anomalous 
red, of a purple-russet hue, good body, and 
valued, when fine, for the pureneas and lakey 
tone of its tints. It is a coarse powder in its 
crude state, full of extremely hard and brilliant 
particles of a dark appearance, sometimes mag- 
netic, and is greatly improved by grinding and 
washing over. Its chemical tendency is to 
deepen,, nevertheless it is. very permanent, 
neither light, impure air, mixture with other 
pigments, time nor fire affecting in general any 
sensible change in it. Being opaque it covers 
well. Indian red varies greatly in its hues, 
that which is most rosy being considered the 
best, as affording the purest tints. Inferior 
red ochres have been formerly substituted for 
it. It is now obtained abundantly, and may be 
had pure of all respectable' manufacturers. 
Another name for this pigment in Persian red. 

Dead surface varnishes. Generally speak- 
ing, such varnishes are produced by preparing 
mixtures of solutions of resins with liquids in 
which they are insoluble. For example, a 
solution of gum sandarach in ether, when 
mixed with one-fourth as much benzole, gives 
an excellent imitation of ground glass ; so does 
one of damar resin in benzole when mixed 
with ether; while water instead of ether 
renders it semi-opaque. A mixture of benzole 
with common negative varnish used by photog- 
raphers gives a beautiful dead surface. The 
proper proportions to be recommended are 
about as follows : say, ten parts of sandarach 
dissolved in forty-three parts of ether, to which 
is added thirty-four parts of benzole. 

"Window adornment. More generally than 
ever this winter season, we find tropical plants 
adorning the parlor windows of our wealthy 
citizens. Their rich dark green leaves afford 
pleasant relief to the wearisome aspect of sand- 
stone fronts, whilst within, with the lights 
struggling through their interstices, they pre- 
sent a picturesque and cheery appearance. 
They are a fairy-like addition to more solid 
adornments. The hardiness of many of these 
tropical plants is in their favor. Their pres- 
ence at the windows shows good taste and a 
love of nature. 

To temper steel on one edge. Red-hot 
lead is an excellent thing in which to heat a 
long plate of steel that requires softening or 
tempering on one edge. The steel need only 
be heated at the part required, and there is 
little danger of the metal warping or springing. 
By giving sufficient time, thick portions may 
be heated equally with thin parts. The ends 
of wire springs that are to be bent or riveted 
may be softened for that purpose by this pro- 
cess, after the springs have been hardened or 
tempered. 

A Japanese inventor, of Wasima, is said 
to have discovered a means of making a paper 
from marine plants. It is thick in texture, 
and from its transparency can be substituted 
for glass in windows, and when colored be- 
comes an imitation of stained glass.

Polishing- wood ' with charcoal. The 
method of polishing wood with charcoal, now 
much employed for fine black work by French 
cabinet makers, is as follows : In the first pro- 
cess they employ only carefully selected woods 
of a close and compact grain ; they cover them 
with a coat of camphor dissolved in water, and 
almost immediately afterwards another coat, 
composed chiefly of sulphate of iron and nut- 
gall. The two compositions, in blending, 
penetrate the wood, and give an indelible 
tinge, and at the same time render it impervi- 
ous to the attacks of insects* When these two 
coats are sufficiently dry, they rub the surface 
of the wood at first with a very hard brush of 
couch grass (chiendent), and then with charcoal 
of substances as light and friable as possible ; 
because if a single hard grain remained in the 
charcoal this alone would scratch the surface, 
which they wish, on the contrary, to render per- 
fectly smooth. The flat parts are rubbed with 
natural stick charcoal ; the indented portions 
and crevices with charcoal powder. Alternate- 
ly with the charcoal, the workman also rubs his 
piece of furniture with flannel soaked in lin- 
seed oil and the essence of turpentine. These 
pouncings repeated several times cause the 
charcoal powder and the oil to penetrate the 
wood, giving the article of furniture a beautiful 
color, and also a perfect polish which has none 
of the flaws of ordinary varnish. 

Phosphorized brass wire. The. advan- 
tages of phosphorized wire are that it is very 
tough, takes a high polish, and does not cor- 
rode. The operation consists in placing bronze 
or glass wire in a solution of from one to five 
per cent, of phosphorus in either bi-sulphide of 
carbon or olive oil, together with five to ten 
per cent, of sulphuric acid and eighty-five to 
ninety-five per cent, of water, until the metal 
takes up the phosphorus. The wire is then 
drawn to one number finer, and placed. in a 
closed retort, with a thin layer of phosphorus, 
so that the vapor may spread over the surface 
of the wire. It is next packed in charcoal and 
kindled, and after proper annealing, the wire 
can be again drawn to a finer number, the pro- 
cess being repeated until the desired fineness is 
obtained. 

According: to Herr Andes, of Vienna, a cap- 
ital oak stain is obtained by the following sim- 
ple process: Dissolve one-fourth kilogramme 
of -permanganate of potassium in ten kilo- 
grammes of cold water, and apply the violet 
solution thus obtained to the wood. As soon 
as the two come in contact the solution be- 
comes decomposed in consequence of the chemi- 
cal action that results, and a pleasing light 
brown color is imparted to the wood. The 
brushes used for applying the stain should be 
well rinsed as soon as done with, since the per- 
manganate of potassium will otherwise ruin 
the hair. 

To prepare ox-gall for artistic or scien- 
tific purposes. Procure from a butcher half a 
pint of ox-gall. Place this in a clean saucepan 
and add an ounce of powdered alum and an 
ounce of common salt. Place over the fire, and 
when it boils remove for half an hour to cool ; 
then boil again, and repeat this boiling and 
cooling for three or four times. After this 
allow it to settle for three or four hours,' and 
decant off into a bottle, in which put two or 
three drops of essence of lemon. Cork and 
preserve for use. 

Dissolving: shellac in ammonia. Place 
the vessel containing the lac into a larger vessel 
with hot water. Pour boiling water on the lac, 
after which add ammonia, slowly, but continu- 
ously, stirring all the while with a glass rod 
until solution is effected. Excess of ammonia 
colors the solution brown.

Contrast may be helpful or hurtful. No 
positive rule can be given. Red with blue 
gives a good combination, with ultramarine a 
poor one, and with violet a bad one. 

Carmine and orange, yellow and yellowish 
green, orange and straw yellow, are other 
samples of bad contrast. They are not tones 
of one color, and they are too much alike not 
to have injurious relations. 

Emerald green and bluish green are apt to 
produce harsh effects in any but the most skill- 
ful combinations. They are too difficult as 
bright colors for any but the very best ability 
in the use of color to manage in even moderate 
quantity. 

Cold colors alone without warm ones (i. «., 
colors from yellow to purple) give poor combi- 
nations ; nearly all persons fond of color like it 
warm. Finally, colors may be inharmonious 
because they are too bright, and therefore too 
harsh. 

Color, above all things, must be restful 
and to be sought after by the eye rather than 
obtrusive to the eye. This restfulness is best 
produced by low, dull colors if contrasted, or a 
harmony of likeness and unity between brighter 
colors. Hardness, coldness, and unlikeness 
such as produced by too great inequality in 
brightness must be avoided. Brilliant colors 
should be used with thoughts of flowers, of 
their pure transparent tones, and especially of 
their Infinite little surfaces when compared 
with the great seas of low color.— The Fainter. 

Removing- spots from gilt frames. Gilt 
frames are liable to become spotted and look 
bad, while it is, as a rule, difficult to remove 
the spots. Rubbing does not answer, for the 
stain sticks tighter than the gilding itself, and 
washing is liable to loosen the gilt if put on 
with gum or dextrine. 

The Papier Zietung recommends the follow- 
ing method of renovating gilt frames. It con 
sists in applying with a camel's hair pencil a 
gum solution to which has been added gold 
bronze having the color of the frame. Before 
mixing with the gum water the bronze must be 
washed with water until it runs off perfectly 
clear. If one application does not suffice it 
may be repeated until the spot entirely dis- 
appears, but of course one coat must be dry 
before the next is applied. 

Spots treated in this way look very well at 
first, but it will not last, for it is not able to 
resist the moisture in the air unless it is speci- 
ally prepared. For this purpose an ordinary 
bristle brush is rubbed with a piece of yellow 
wax until it is somewhat sticky, then it i6 
passed very lightly over the spot several times 
as when dusting it. This gives it a very thin 
coat of wax that hardens in two or three days ; 
in the meantime it must be protected against 
dust.

Boil one pound of log- 
wood chips in one gallon of rain water; add 
one ounce salts of tartar. Use hot. 

Gold borders are effective on most pic- 
tures. ;

Ozone bleach is good for cleaning old and 
soiled engravings.

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Metallic coating for articles of papier 
mache, etc. A London technical journal has 
the following : A liquid cement for. giving a 
cheap and durable metal coating to papier 
mache, plaster of Paris, clay, slate, hardened 
cement, metal, etc., is prepared by two com- 
bined processes which complete one another. 
The first coating consists of the following in- 
urredients, which are mixed in the following 
proportions, viz. : No. 1, sixty parts powdered 
colophony ; fifteen parts alcohol, spirit of 
wine, or pyroxylic spirit, ten parts turpentine, 
ten parts petroleum spirit, five parts silicate of 
soda— total, one hundred parts. The liquid 
thus prepared is spread upon the object to be 
treated after the manner of applying a sizing, 
and renders the articles to which it is applied 
more firm and waterproof. When is is desired 
to give a metallic finish in imitation of metal 
to the object treated with the above composi- 
tion, apply to its surface, before the composi- 
tion has hardened, a dust of any desired metal 
— e. #., silver or copper, etc. — by means of a fine 
camel's hair brush, after which the metallized 
object is dried in warm air or in the sun. 

In order that not only the metal dust may 
adhere, but that also the metallic color may be 
retained and not oxidize on exposure to the air, 
the second composition or varnish is laid quite 
lightly on the metallized surface after the lapse 
of a few days. To prepare this composition 
No. 2, dissolve, first of all, one part of bichro- 
mate of potash, in five parts of water, and mix 
with them, 6ay, eighty parts of distilled water, 
fifteen parts of Russian glue, five parts of the 
above solution, or five parts of chromate of 
alum and water (1.5) — total, one hundred parts. 
After the object thus treated has been dried for 
some days in warm air or in the sun it will be 
found that this layer or metallic surface will 
become so hard and firm that it will not be in- 
jured by exposure to the heat of the sun, or to 
frost or moisture. 

Removing' rust from a lens. A lens 
sometimes acquires a brown, rusty stain on the 
surface, which no amount of rubbing or clean- 
ing will remove. By applying a paste com- 
posed of putty powder and water to the stains, 
and then rubbing briskly with either the point 
of the finger or the side of the hand, every spot 
of rust or stain will be removed in a few min- 
utes. This applies to photographic or other 
lenses, except the object glass of a telescope, 
which would be irreparably damaged by such 
treatment.

HINTS AND NOTIONS.

A fashionable dressing: table. A deal 
table is the foundation, which must be covered 
with colored glazed cambric. Over this is a 
cover of linen, ornamented with designs in 
cross-stitch worked with crewel or embroidery 
silk, the spaces between the designs have the 
threads drawn to form an insertion. The 
border corresponds, and is edged with a hand- 
some fringe. The drapery is arranged in plaits, 
with a cross-stitch design on each. A pretty 
circular cushion is placed in front of the glass ; 
this is of cambric, the color of the lining of 
table cover, ornamented at the top with an 
applique design, edged with a flounce of lace r 
finished by a ruche of satin ribbon. The hair- 
pin cushion— a very necessary article of a lady's 
toilet table— is a little basket filled by a cushion 
covered with knitting, and ornamented by a 
drape of embroidered cloth. This same design 
for a table can be carried out in cretonne ; it 
looks exceedingly pretty at a trifling cost. The 
cover can then be edged with a box- plaited 
quilting instead of fringe, if desired. 

Connoisseurship has received a blow 
through the discovery that a frame for a mirror 
by a worker in metal, who is now living in 
Paris, was purchased as a veritable antique by 
one of the Rothschild family. It was exhibited 
as Renaissance work. M. Legros, the artist, 
sold his work some years ago for a trifle. 
Afterwards he left France, and was employed 
for a time in Birmingham. On his return to 
Paris he found that his style of work was not 
appreciated. It is possible that, since his mir- 
ror frame has been taken .for the work of a man 
who lived a couple of hundred years ago, there 
may be a demand for M. Legros' productions. 
The discovery, says the Architect, suggests the 
injustice of the modern system of art patron- 
age. In this case we find a clever artist ne- 
glected, while vast sums are every year ex- 
pended on works because they are old. If M. 
Legros would lend himself to the deception of 
allowing his works to be identified as those of 
Benvenuto Cellini, in a few years he might be 
one of the richest artists in Paris. — London 
Furniture Gazette. 

Cork bricks have recently been introduced 
in some parts of Europe. The material used is 
a mixture of cork, silica and lime. It is stated 
to be a perfectly durable material, guaranteed 
not to rot. It has the advantage of keeping 
out heat and cold. It is light in weight and 
easily applied. An interior wall might be built 
of it where an ordinary brick wall would be too 
heavy, whilst it would be equally durable and 
substantial. It is nailed up to laths as a cover- 
ing under roofs, or for ceilings, for wall linings 
and for under-floors ; as it is said to be an 
admirable preventive of damp and a sound 
preventive also. 

Leather chair seats may be brightened 
and revived by rubbing them with the white of 
an egg. Leather book bindings will also be 
improved by the same treatment. 

Luminous keyholes are suggested for the 
convenience of those whose business keeps 
them out late.
